The River Division wild train 
coming east did not stop at the uridgc 
for or tors to cross, but rail immediately 
on the bridge, where the two trains co- 
bde , breaking away one span and pre­ 
cipitating the cars itno the river. 
The 
regular block system is in use on flu* 
bridge. No conductor n allowed to take 
a train across the bridge without an order 
in writing signed by tile man in eh rg 
of the bridge. One of the ears of the 
train was thrown against one of the main 
posts » f the bridge, throwing it out of 
plane and dropping the span of loll fe e t, 
with five cars, int** the river. Fortunate­ 
ly no one was injured, nor did the loco­ 
motives leave the track, 
A temporary 
bridge will lie put in place, and the com­ 
pany will rebuild tho permanent bridge 
us soon as possible. The accident was a 
remarkable one, and will entail a loss of 
about $58,000. The conductor who fail­ 
ed to obey orders will lie discharged at 
once, and then criminally prosecuted.

A l Kansas Liquor Law. 
The following is a synox»sis of the 
Liquor law of Kansas : 
Iii tho first plaoo, the manufacture, 
sale or barter, either directly or indi­ 
rectly, of intoxicating liquors for th** 
purpose of beverage, is prohibited, and 
the person doing bo is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor, and shall be punished for the 
first offense not leas than $100, nor 
more tlian $500, and be imprisoned in 
the county jail not less than tliirty nor 
more than forty days; for the sec* iud 
offense the tine and imprisonment shall 
be increased. 
Section 7 makes it liable to punish­ 
ment of a person giving intoxicating 
liquor to a neighbor or farmer or any 
person, except a member of his family, 
to cure a bite of a rattlesnake, without a 
prescription in writing. 
The law pro­ 
vides that a druggist con pr*K*urc a i*er- 
mit to sell for medical, scientific and 
mechanical purposes only, from tho Pro­ 
bate Judge, oil the filing of a sjiecilic 
bond. 
Before a druggist can soil for 
these purposes ho must have presented 
to him a prescription signed by a physi­ 
cian who, before he makes it, most 
•wear that he will givo no such pre­ 
scription unless 
In case of actual 
sick m ss, and when it is necessary 
for health. 
Any physician who makes 
such a prescription without taking the 
prcKoril*ed oath is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor and punishable by a heavy tine, 
and on tho second offense shall lie im­ 
prisoned in the county jail. 
Every per­ 
son who wants liquor for mechanical or 
scientific purposes can buy it of any 
druggist who has a permit by making a 
written or printed application setting 
forth the purposes for which it was in­ 
tended. 
Every person who makes a 
fatso statement in this connection is 
guilty of and can be punished as for 
any other jierjury. 
No sale can be 
made to a minor, oven on the prescrip­ 
tion of a physician. 
All prescriptions 
have to tie tiled and an entry made of 
them m a book, which is open to the in- 
si>ection of the County Auditor at any 
time. 
It, in effect, prohibits tile sale of 
cologne or perfumery of any kind, or 
any tincture in which alcohol is used in 
any preparation whatever. 
A person 
can’t go to a drug store and purchase 
camphor and havo it cut by alcohol, 
without first getting a prescription from 
a physician that it is absolutely neces­ 
sary for the health of the person getting 
i t * Tile manufacturing of alcohol is 
forbidden except for medical, 
sci­ 
entific and mechanical purposes, and 
when made 
only he sold to persons 
I laving permits to sell, and manufactur­ 
ers cannot rn ako alcohol, etc., without 
first getting a permit from the Probate 
Judge. 
Wine aud cider can be manu­ 
factured but cannot be sold except to 
those who have permits. I t is the duty 
of the County 
Attorneys, Marshals, 
Sheriffs, etc., under penalty of forfeit­ 
ure of office, to prosecute all violators 
*.f tho act. 
For each successful prose­ 
cution tho County Attorney is to have a 
foe of $15. 
All places where liquor is 
manufactured, sold, bartered or given 
away are declared common nuisances 
Mud can be shut up or abolished by the 
proper officers. 
It is made misdemean­ 
ors for clubs or associations if liquor is 
kept by its rn em liers. Any person who 
U'cowea intoxicated shall be fined $5 or 
imprisoned ten days. 
Under tho law 
there is no provision for purchasing 
wine for sacramental 
purposes. 
If 
I Knight outside the State and used for 
that purpose, the minister using it is 
fiat de to the same penalty that others 
are for using it, as one provision of the 
lull makes a gift equally criminal os tho 
selling of it.

C IS AL SCHEMES. 


T h o V a r io u s P r o J ^ c U f o r I n it lu ff t h # 
A t l a n t i c a n d P a c i f i c O c e a n * . 
Since the earliest days of ocean navi- 
gation tho great problem of commerce 
has Ixvn, how to puss from tho A tlantic 
to the Pacific and Indian oceans by the 
shortest route, and in tho least tim©. It 
u:is iii order to get to India w ithout 
passing through the M editerranean sea 
tlijit Colum bus set out on his voyage th at 
r* suite.! in til© discovery of th is conti­ 
nent. 
T he motive l»ehind all the early voy­ 
ages to tile A rctic regions was to find a 
northw est passage betw een the Atlantic 
and Pacific, and thus to avoid tho tem ­ 
pt *>tuous passage around Cape Horn. 
I'he great enterprise of the Suez canal 
was carri.*d through for tho benefit of 
commerce, to save the tim e, expense and 
danger of doubling the Cape of Good 
Ho] re. 
The idea of a passage through the 
united continents of America was con­ 
ceived for a sim ilar purpose. 
Tho ad­ 
v a n ta g e of such a canal anvwliere be­ 
tween tho M exican line and the point 
where tile connecting Islim us broadens 
iuto tho C ontinent of South America, 
are evident to anybody who glances at a 
m ap of the world, 
i'h e saving of dist- 
auee to la? traversed by a vessel sailing 
from Europe, or from any one of our 
E astern ports, bound for any port on the 
Pacific ocean, is m easured by thousands 
of miles. 
Tho G overnm ent of the U nited States 
has not been backward in considering 
tliis m atter aud iii m aking the necessary 
explorations. 
Num erous 
expeditions 
have I avn sent out, aud various routes 
have lieen at one tim e or another pro­ 
nounced feasible. W e will m ention some 
of them , and our readers can see where 
they are by tho aid of a map. 
B ginning w ith the northernm ost, two 
routes have I icon surveyed across the 
Isthm us of 
Tehuantepec, southw ard 
from the G ulf of Cam peacliy, through 
two passes in the m ountains. 
As there 
has never I icon any question th at these 
were too long aud ©x(tensive to be con­ 
structed, they need not be described. 
Next, a route from the Bay of H on­ 
d u r a s, southw est through Gautem ala. 
Tt lls has likewise lieen abandoned as 
im practicable, although at oho tim e it 
was a favorite schem e. 
Then comes 
the N icaragua route*, 
which is one of tile two m ost prom inently 
ibs.-u.'tvd, and likely to lie construct* J . 
it It yes the Carililiean sea at the m outh 
(.: tile river San Ju an de Nicaragua, 
pa s* s up that river to Lake Nicaragua, 
I «-a\ erscs tile lake, and passes thence by 
an artificial canal to Salm as bay.

M il thence by a short canal, with a 
tunnel six miles long, aud a few locks, 
it enters the Pacific at Cupiea bay. 
There are various opinions about these 
several projects, all of which, except the 
Nicaragua and the Panam a lines, are 
now abandoned. 
The prom oters of the 
Panam a vnal object bi tile Nicaragua 
schem e th at the line is too long, and to the 
lo ks th at will lie necessary oil loath sides 
of the lake. 
They also {mint to the tact 
th at there is no go.nl liar!sir at either 
end of the line, m aking the construction 
of an artificial harbor necessary'. 
On the other hand, the advocates of 
the N icaragua route ol»j<*ct th at the 
Panam a line will be vastly' more costly, 
and that it runs through a deadly cli­ 
m ate, rendering it certain th at the work 
can only be done at an enorm ous sacri­ 
fice of life, and th at the passage through 
it will be a constant i*c*i ii to the crews 
aud passengers of vessels taking th at 
route. 
They say, also, th a t while the N icara­ 
gua line is longer, the tim e to be occu­ 
pied iii m aking the passage will be more 
than oil set by the greater saving of d ist­ 
ance made by vessels choosing it. 
That is, while a steam ship from Liver- 
| h*o1 or New York can reach tith e r As­ 
pinwall or Greytow n in a1 suit tin* same 
tim e, it w ill Iki 1,000 miles or nioiv near­ 
er to California if it enters the Pacific 
ocean at Salinas bay than if it em* rgcs 
at Panam a.

Novel-Writing* 
4 
Tho author of John Halifax tells l\er 
cxj>t*ricnce anti practice as follows; 
“ How tin you write a nf>velf* has 
been asked me hundreds of times; and 
as half the world now writes novels, ex­ 
porting the other half to read them, my 
answer, given in plain print, may not In* 
quite useless. 
What other novelists do 
I know not, but this has been my own 
way 
alt avo. 
For, I contend, all stories 
that are meant to livo must contain the 
germ of life, the egg, the vital principle. 
Therefore, the first thing is to fix Ona 
rent rat idea, like tho spine of a human 
L ing, or the trunk of a tree. From it, 
this one principal idea, proceed all after- 
growths; the Kind of plot which shall 
bi s t develop it, tho characters which 
must act it out, the incidents which will 
express these characters, even to the 
•onvernations which evolve and describe 
thes.* incidents all are sequences follow­ 
ing one another iu natural order. 
Every 
part should lie made subservient to the 
whole. 
You must have a foreground 
and background and a middle distance. 
lf you persist iii working up one char­ 
acter, or finishing minutely one incident 
or scries of incidents, your perspective 
will L* destroyed and your novel become 
a mere collection of fragments, not a 
work of art at all. 
The true artist will 
always lie ready to sacrifice any pet de­ 
tail to the perfection of the whole. This, 
;f I have put my meaning clearly, shows 
that a conscientiously written novel is 
by no means a piece of impulsive, nc- 
eidental scribbling, but a deliberate 
work of art; that though in one senes it 
it L also a work of nature, since every 
part ought to result from and be kept 
subserv ient to the whole, still, in another, 
the novel is the last thing that onght to 
Im* allowed to say of itself, like dojisv, 
“S'jiects I growed.” Not even as to the 
more writing of it Stylo or composi­ 
tion, though to some it comes naturally, 
to others does not come at all. 
When I 
was young an older and more experienced 
writer once said to me: “Never use two 
adjectives where one will do; never use 
an adjective at all where a noun will do. 
Avoid italics, 
notes of exclamation, 
foreign words and quotations. Put full 
stops instead of colons; make your sen­ 
tences as short aud clear as you possibly 
eau, aud whenever you think you have 
written a particularly line sentence, cut 
it out.” We novelists cannot help but 
smile when asked if such and such a 
diameter is 
“ taken from life,” and 
especially when ingenious critics persist 
in identifying—usually falsely—certain 
persons, places or incidents. 
For me, I 
eau only say that during all the years I 
have studied humanity I never met with 
one Im man Kung w ho could have bees 
“put into a Lx*k,” as a wholo, without 
injuring it. 
The only time I ever at- 
t mph d (by request) to m akes study 
from nature- absolutely literal—all re­ 
viewers cried out, to my extreme amuse­ 
ments, “This character ia altogetliei 
unnatural.”
